SCHOOL REPORT. 


The school committee of the town of Dunbarton for the year 
ending March, A. D., 1866, respectfully submit the following re- 
port of the condition of the schools; also, of his labors, with some 
sugzestions and recommendations for the future. 

The duty assigned him in examining teachers and schools, also 
in regulating the text books, that every scholar might have such 
as was suited to his age and ability, and at the same time have a 
uniformity throughout all the districts, of those in all respects con- 
sidered the best, has been a laborious one, and the general super-. 
intendence a constant vare. Still the task, in many respects, has 
been pleasant. He finds the more he visits the schools, and be- 
comes better acquainted with the scholars, the more interest is felt 
in their behalf. In the performance of these duties, nearly sixty 
visits have been made, and in the vicinity of three hundred and 
fifty miles traveled over. Your committee is happy to repert that 
the schools, as a whole, have during the past year, rankea higher 
than any preceding year since he has been connected with their 
supervision. The teachers have been of a higher order, and la- 
bored diligently for the improvement of their scholars. Parents 
have manifested a deeper interest in behalf of their children, by 

their general turnout at the examinations, also by the particular 
pains, prudential committees and others have taken to notify your 
committee of the beginning and close of the several terms. In 
some instances, the progress has exceeded his expectations, and 
with one exception, every term has been an entire success. Teach- 
ers and scholars have uniformly welcomed the committee with 
pleasure, it would seem, rather than aversion, and all.his inter- 
course with them has been truly gratifying. 

- The school houses remain as’ last year. Two of the districts 
have started in the right direction. No. 2 has already voted to 
tear down and build new. No. 8 has the object in contemplation. 
A thousand dollars were raised and expended the past year for 
school purposes. Considerably more than any preceding year. 
For the amount appropriated to each school districts, you are re- 
ferred to the report of the selectmen. The advantages gained in 

having a large amount of school money, are various. We are en- 
abled to pay higher wages, thereby getting better teachers, and have 
longer sch: sols, The’ result is,’ our scholars leara more, while 
the instruction they. receive is of a higher order. 
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Parents, once more your committee admonish you of the great 
necessity of visiting the school room often, and thus by your pres- 
ence incite both teacher and scholar to greater efforts in making 
the district school what it should be. 

You may think it tedious; that time passes heavily for you to 
sit in school one half day. This only shows your lack of interest. 
You complain of. the seats. What think you of your child, who 
is obliged to sit all day, and day after day, on these same hard 
benches, where you cannot sit three hours? But never mind the 
benches, if they are good enough for your children, they are good 
enough for you. Therefore, go often, and not trust your boys and 
girls ‘too much to the care of teachers. They are fallible like your- 
selves, and have far less interest for your children. Cooperate 
with the teachers ; be sure your childrev go every day, and in sea- 
son. Let nothing but sickness detain: them at home, and encours 
age their obedience under all circums:ances. Never listen to re- 
ports of your children against the teacher, or school generally. 
. Here I can do no better than to copy from remarks found in one 
of the registers, made by a teacher. ‘The parents are, [ think, 
in fault in placing so much confidence in the reports brought them 
by their children, in regard to the management of the school. 
They would show greater wisdom if they would visit the school 
room at least once in a term, instead of listening to, and believ- 
ing the wonderful stories Madame Scandal is ready to tell.” 

‘We call your attention particularly to the statistical Statement 
at the end of the report, made up from records contained in the 
Registers of the Schools, as put down by the teachers. ‘

SPECIAL REPORTS, 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 

Miss Nancie Richards, of Manchester, teacher both Summer and 
Winter. This school, under the instruction of Miss Richards has 
prospered well during the past year. The scholars are young and 
backward, But understanding the wants of their teacher, and the 
necessity of improving their time, they made as good advancement 
as could be expected in two short terms. The order was good. 
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DISTRICT NO. 2. | 
Miss Margarette C. Holmes, teacher, both terms. Miss Holmes. 
having taught here before, and having become acquainted with the 
scholars, knew their wants and consequently labored successfully 
for their improvement. The general appearance of the school was 
satisfactory, and each of the examinations showed a thoroughness 
of instruction we would like to see in all our schools. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 

Summer Term. The school was commenced by Miss Pattee, of 
Goffstown, who, for no satisfactory reason left at the close of the 
first week, of which she left no record. Miss Mariannie Waite was 
then employed to take charge of the school. The term was success- 
ful. Discipline good, ahd progress such as to give credit to all con- 
cerned. . 

Winter Term, taught by Miss Emma F Peaslee, of Weare. 
Miss Peaslee being a strict disciplinarian, strained the scholars to 
the highest, pitch of order at the beginning, and caused some hard 
feelings among them, which finally extended to the parents. The 
consequence was, afew of the scholars were withdrawn from the 
school, much to their own loss. This detracted from the interest 
of the school somewhat, yet those who remained made. progress - in 
their studies, and their lessons in discipline will not soon be lost to 
them. We wish we had more of these * too strict’? teachers; we 
should then feel that.our schools would soon take a higher stand 
than they now ovcupy. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 

Summer term. Miss Celestia C. Hoyt, teacher. The scholars 
here are mostly small, very active and intelligent. Some of them 
love play better than study. Consequently they are idle and hard 
to govern. The standard of scholarship is not quite up to the gen- 
eral average. 

The progress was as great as could be expected with svch schol- 
ars. The parents in this district should visit the school often, and 
assist the teacher in governing their children, and thus bring them 
under a proper discipline, or ney will make slow progress in book 
knowledge 


Winvter term, Sai ene by Miss Mary J. Wheeler, who, afta 
keeping cight or nine weeks, was obliged to leave on account of 
sickness. After a week’s vacation, it was continued under the in- 
struction of Miss Louise Parker. ‘The order at the close of the 
school was better than on some former occasions ;. yet a part of the 
scholars manifested the same uneasy disposition as before. The 
teachers labored for the benefit of their pupils, and a visable. im- 
provement was made. Much more might have been done, if the 
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scholars had applied themselves more closely to their studies, and 
thought less of having a ‘“‘good time.’ 


We were pleased to see a ped teaetic of the ‘parents present 
at both examinations. 


DISTRICT yh yaa 


Miss Mary J. Wheeler, téacher, Summer term. The teacher and 
scholars were both iterated in each other, also, in the general 
welfare of the school. The consequence was a. good school with 
much improvement. In coming upon them suddenly at an un- 
expected visit we found every scholar at work, nor were they dis- 
turbed by our sudden entrance. The school deserves much credit 
for making the old house look as ‘nviting as possible for examina- 
tion, by tastefully decorating it with flowers and evergreen. 


Winter Term, taught by Miss Celestia C. Hoyt. This like the 
summer, was a successful term. Some whispering was observed at 
the closing examination which we dislike very much to see The 
parents in this district are evidently taking more intérest in their 
school as their presence at the close of each term surely indicates. 
We are happy to say, the old rusty broken stove has given place to 
a newone. We shall be happy to know the old house has done 
the same thing; also for a better location. Some of the large 
scholars were very wilful in regard to using in School old books 
long since out of date. 

DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Summer term. Teacher, Miss Mary O. Frazier. Having been 
a teacher here before, Miss Frazier knew the wants of the scholars 
at the commencement of the term, and started them along with- 
out * let or hinderance.” Good order was first and uppermost in 
the mind of this teacher, and with her method of instruction, the ~ 
scholars made good improvement. 


Winter term. Teacher, Miss Lucy S. Currier of Hopkinton.— 

_ This was also a profitable term. The teacher was interested for 

her scholars, and under her faithful instruction they made good 

proficiency. The only bad feature we noticed here was, whisper- 

ing among the larger scholars: The house is nearly new, but has. 

been sadly abused. The parents must look after their boys or 
they will soon have to build a new one. 


DISTRICTS NO. 7 AND 11. 


At their annual meeting in March last, these two districts voted 
to unite with each other so far, as to admit scholars from one to the 
other, that all the scholars might have the benefit of the schooling 
in both districts. They were fortunate in securing the services of 
Miss Julia Neville. of New Boston, for instructor. An experi- 
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enced and accomplished teacher, who continued her labors for thir- 
ty-four weeks, giving those scholars who attended through the four 
terms as much schooling, perhaps, as was profitable. The children 
made rapid and thorough progress under the’ faithful instruction 
which they received. It is hoped the scholars in these districts 
may enjoy equal privileges for years to come. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. - 


Summer term. Miss Susan H. Bailey, teacher. Of this school 
we know but, little, therefore have but little to say. We had notice 
of its commencement after it had kept two weeks, Of its close we 
never heard. Some time in the fall, we found the Register. lying 
on our neighbor’s table. Judging from that, and from what we 
gathered by hearsay, we concluded it was not a profitable term. 

Winter term.. Mr. Stephen B. Stearns, of Goffstown, teacher.— 
This was Mr. Stearns’ first school. He labored hard for the im- 
' provement of his pupils, and was successful. The scholars became 
interested in the school, and at the last_examination, appeared well, 
We can safely say we never saw it appear better. Ten scholars 
out of the thirteen, reported themselves as not having whispered 


during the term, after the first week. We would recommend to the _ . 


boys to apply a little adhesive salve to the bottom of their hitch- 
ing post or insert a little deeper in the ground. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


- Both terms in one. Miss Lestena H. Stone, teacher. Miss 
Stone was young and inexperienced in teaching, this being her first 
school. She was loved by the scholars and succeeded well. . The 
examination was in all respects satisfactory. 


DISTRICT NO..10. 


Summerterm. Miss Asenath M. Clifford, teacher. This school 
appeared well, and the examination proved the scholars had not 
been idle. eae 


Winter term taught by Miss Fannie L. Burnham. Miss Burn- 
ham is an experienced teacher, and met with usual success here. She 
gained the respect of her scholars, and the term was a profitable one. 
The names of five scholars. are reported as not having made any 
communication without leave during the term.
